It would be submitted to the county committee for 
approval. A method would be provided for substitutions in the plan as farm emergencies required, and for partial pay- 
ment for partial carrying out. The farm plan would not necessarily be made up of practices offered in the rest of the 
conservation program. 


3. Should the program include measures designed to get individual tracts of land into better adapted 
uses, particularly in cases in which the farmers are seriously handicapped in making the changes without 
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Note.—Such provisions might be for reforesting submarginal cropland or making the crop changes involved in shift- 
ing from a no longer profitable type of farming.
